THE  BRUNSWICK  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL 


REPORT 

MARCH,  1928,  to  JUNE,  1929. 


A  total  of  2,305  births  in  eight  years  and  not  one  death 
from  pueperal  sepsis  is  the  final  Report  of  our  little  Hospital 
started  in  1921,  at  a  time  when  few  beds  were  available  in 
Bristol  for  married  Mothers  for  their  confinements. 

Since  our  Hospital  started  the  Infirmary  and  the  General 
Hospital  have  enlarged  their  Maternity  Blocks;  and  Southmead, 
now  released  from  Poor  Law,  we  hope  will  soon  come  into 
its  own. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Committee  were  faced  with  this 
difficulty  :  the  money  for  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  had  been 
collected,  but  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Ministry  did  not 
consider  the  Hospital  building  suitable  for  enlargement  and 
withheld  their  consent  to  the  Clinic  being  built. 


There  would  be  no  certainty  of  any  grant  from  the  City 
after  this  year  and  the  insecurity  of  a  Block  Grant  against  a 
percentage  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  would  make  our 
income  most  precarious. 

At  a  Council  Meeting  in  March  it  was  unanimously 
decided  that  the  Committee  could  not  shoulder  the  responsibility 
of  the  Hospital  unaided,  and  that  therefore  the  only  alternative 
was  to  close  in  June,  1929. 
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As  soon  as  this  was  known  numerous  letters  from  husbands 
and  wives  were  received  lamenting  the  fact.  The  Brunswick 
had  won  for  itself  popularity  and  a  good  name,  and  we  cannot 
express  our  appreciation  enough  to  our  devoted  Doctors 
(especially  Dr.  Coxon,  who  has  been  with  us  ever  since  the 
opening  of  the  Hospital).  Ungrudingly  day  and  night  they 
have  been  safeguarding  our  Patients,  and  their  reward  is  the 
gratitude  of  the  Mothers. 

Mrs.  Cottam  Castle’s  Needlework  Guild  has  been  the 
most  flourishing  part  of  our  work,  and  it  is  with  the  greatest 
sorrow  that  this  Guild  comes  to  an  end.  We  wish  to  thank 
most  gratefully  all  its  subscribers  and  helpers.  Since  its 
commencement  893  articles  have  been  provided  for  the 
Hospital  and  ^5 2  os.  iod.  has  been  collected. 

There  have  been  several  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Hospital  in  the  last  year.  In  May  Mrs.  Hubert  Williams  had 
an  American  tea  at  her  house.  In  October  there  was  a  Flag 
Day.  In  December  Mrs.  Cuthbert  Hicks  and  Miss  Smale 
presented  two  Plays  at  the  All  Saints’  Hall  for  the  Hospital. 
Our  Xmas  Draw,  as  usual,  was  very  successful,  and  Miss  David’s 
Xmas  Tea  was  much  appreciated. 

We  have  to  record,  with  great  regret,  the  death  of  Mr. 
Moss,  who  for  years  has  audited  the  accounts,  and  one  of 
whose  last  acts  was  to  collect  fresh  subscriptions  for  the 
Hospital ;  and  the  illness  of  Mr.  Cottam  Castle,  which  has 
prevented  him  from  presenting  the  Financial  Report,  which  he 
has  shouldered  so  splendidly,  Mrs.  Hubert  Williams  has  kindly 
carried  on  for  him,  and  we  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Maggs  for 
auditing  this  year’s  accounts. 

The  sum  of  ^500,  generously  given  for  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic,  was  allowed  by  the  donor  to  stand  at  our  bank,  gaining 
us  ^14  8s.  6d.,  until  our  accounts  were  closed,  when  it  was 
sent  to  London  Maternity  Hospitals.  The  friends  who  had 
contributed  smaller  sums  towards  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  with 
one  exception,  kindly  allowed  it  to  go  into  the  general  Funds, 
for  which  we  are  very  grateful. 
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The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  and  thanks 
to  everyone  who  has  ever  since  our  Hospital  started  helped 
financially  and  in  any  way,  also  for  the  many  letters  of  sorrow 
and  appreciation  it  has  received  since  the  closing  of  the 
Hospital  was  known. 

We  end  our  Report  full  of  gratitude  that  our  Hospital  has 
been  a  useful  unit  in  our  City,  that  many  lives  have  been 
saved,  much  damage  to  life  lessened,  and  full  of  hope  that  the 
public  conscience  that  is  aroused  to  the  seriousness  of  the 
Maternal  death  rate  will  also  find  means  to  stem  that  death 
rate.  Feeling  that  while  the  loss  of  life  of  Mothers  is  six  times 
greater  than  that  of  our  miners,  this  is  a  duty  that  calls  for  the 
collective  as  well  as  for  the  individual  intelligence  of  every  man 
and  woman.  Four  years  ago  the  Ministry  of  Health  called  the 
attention  of  the  community  to  the  fact  that  3,000  women  died 
yearly  at  child  birth,  that  3,000  women  are  still  marching 
yearly  to  their  death  is  the  saddest  feature  of  our  social  life. 

Let  us  build  for  the  years  we  shall  not  see,  let  us  build 
for  the  lives  who  are  yet  unborn.
